Galba distinguished himself by a brilliant record during his long career, in which he won 
the high esteem of every emperor from Augustus to Claudius, and was also a favorite of 
Livia. He served as governor of Aquitania, consul, legate of Upper Germany, proconsul 
of Africa, and governor of Hispania Tarraconensis befor Vindex invited him to replace 
Nero in 68. Even then Galba only had his troops proclaim him a legate of the Senate and 
the Roman people. He was an honest but harsh administrator, and it was a typical 
indicator of his character that when a murderer condemed to crucifixion begged him for 
justice, protesting that he was a Roman citizen, Galba answered his plea with, “Let this 
citizen hang higher than the rest, and have his cross whitewashed.”’ The exceptionally 
fine severe portrait on this aureus is a fitting expression of Galba’s traditional Roman 
virtue, as well as his stern manner and rugged features.

The Pan type probably commemorates the battle of Lysimachia of 277 B.C. In this battle, 
Gonatas defeated the Celtic invaders of Macedon with the aid of an epiphany of the god Pan 
which inspired panic fear in the enemy (Diogenes Laertius ii.141-142). Thereafter Gonatas 
associated himself closely with the god, founding a festival in his honor at Delos.

When the submission of Judaea was finally obtained, 
Vespasian commemorated the event in a series of the most famous victory types on all of Roman 
coinage.
